Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1943. 


I should  like  to  repeat  the  phrase  in  my  last  report  that  the 
general  health  of  the  Borough  is  good.  There  have  been  no 
serious  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease.  We  are  now  in  the  fifth 
year  of  war.  I think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  conditions  as  regards 
food  and  water  supply  and  general  sanitation  have  been  well  main- 
tained, and,  as  regards  children  at  any  rate,  the  supply  of  milk 
and  food  has  been  improved. 


In  my  last  report  I gave  a review  of  the  conditions  of  Public 
Health  for  the  previous  ten  years  or  more.  I propose  to  deal 
mainly  with  the  year  1943  in  this  one. 

Stanley  House  Sick  Bay  has  treated  105  children  ; 29  were 
evacuees,  76  were  town  children  and  there  were  2147  attendances 
in  the  outpatients’  department.  8 cases  have  been  sent  in  from 
the  County  owing  to  outside  Sick  Bays  being  full. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  satisfactory.  No  impor- 
tant alterations  have  taken  place  in  the  supply  gathering  ground. 

The  Housing  situation  in  the  Borough  is  acute.  It  is 
impossible  to  find  an  empty  house  or  even  lodgings  for  a new- 
comer. 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  There  were  427  live  births,  and  9 stillbirths  notified  to  me, 
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Last  year  I stated  that  there  had  been  2488  confinements  in  the 
last  six  years  with  one  maternal  death.  The  figure,  therefore, 
for  the  last  seven  years  is  2915,  and  still  only  one  maternal  death, 
which  is  a remarkably  low  maternal  mortality,  and  reflects  great 
credit  on  all  the  medical  arrangements  and  personnel  in  this  town. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

13  children  died  during  the  year,  and  of  these,  10  died  at  one 
month  or  less.  These  10  children  died  either  of  a congenital  mal- 
formation or  were  premature,  and,  as  I have  remarked  in  previous 
reports,  the  deaths  of  babies  under  one  month  can  only  be  reduced 
by  attention  to  matters  prior  to  birth  taking  place.  Two  of  these 
babies  underwent  surgical  operations  for  congenital  malformations. 
Of  the  remaining  three,  one  died  from  an  accident,  one  of  acute 
bronchitis,  and  the  third  of  septicaemia.  I think  that  the  general 
care  of  children  in  the  Borough  is  on  a high  level.  The  work  of 
the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Welfare  Centre  is  doing  much  to  reduce 
infantile  mortality. 


General  standard  of  cleanliness  with  special  reference  to  head  lice. 

It  is  chiefly  in  school  children  that  one  finds  head  lice,  and 
the  number  of  infected  children  discovered  at  school  medical  in- 
spections and  by  the  school  nurses  was  211.  This  is  six  more 
cases  than  in  1942.  The  figures  for  the  last  six  years  are  as

I associate  the  big  increase  in  1940  with  the  arrival  of  evacuee 
children. 


We  are  still  a long  way  above  the  figures  for  1938  or  1939. 
There  has  without  doubt  been  a falling  off  of  standards  of  clean- 
liness. The  fathers  in  the  army,  and  the  mothers  at  work  make 
care  of  children  and  home  life  generally  very  difficult. 

The  school  nurses  know  the  families  from  whom  most  of  these 
children  come.  These  families  are  a problem  in  other  respects 
also.  Children  of  these  families  are  found  to  have  head  lice  time 
after  time,  in  spite  of  talks  with  the  mothers.  The  great  majority 
of  families  are  satisfactory  as  regards  cleanliness,  nutrition  and 
general  care. 
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War-time  Nursery. 

The  Nursery  was  opened  in  October,  1942,  and  has  proved 
useful.  The  average  attendance  has  steadily  increased.  It 
started  with  1 child  under  2 years,  7 over  2 years,  and  the  average 
at  the  end  of  1943  was  9 children  under  2 3/ears,  and  21  over  2 
years.  There  is  a long  waiting  list,  and  it  is  hoped,  in  the  near 
future,  to  open  an  extension  in  order  to  accommodate  double  the 
numbers.  It  is,  of  course,  only  mothers  who  are  working  who 
are  allowed  to  send  their  children.  We  have  been  unable  to  find 
a teacher  for  the  children.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year. 

There  were  89  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  50  of  whom  were  school 
children.  20 -of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.  No  deaths  were  attributed  to  Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  14  cases  of  diphtheria,  8 of  whom  were  school 
children,  7 of  the  children  were  removed  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  There  were  two  other  cases  who  came  in  from 
outside  the  Borough,  one  of  whom  died.  This  case  was  a young 
woman  aged  about  25,  who  had  not  been  immunised.  Of  the 
total  of  16  cases,  1 had  been  immunised  and  14  had  not  been 
immunised,  and  there  was  1 doubtful  case. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

This  is  carried  out  parti}/  at  Clinics,  at  schools  and  the  Wel- 
fare Centre,  and  partly  by  private  doctors.  In  1943,  116  children 
under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised,  and  141  between  the  ages 
of  five  and  fifteen.  About  85%  of  school  children,  and  84%  of 
those  under  five  have  been  treated.  The  figures  are  approximate 
only. 

There  were  6 cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  There  was  no 
death  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  or  other  Puerperal  causes. 

Venereal  Diseases  is  treated  at  the  West  Norfolk  and  King's 
Lynn  General  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  Norfolk  County 
Council  and  a separate  report  is  sent  to  the  Ministry. 

Enquiries  were  made  with  reference  to  all  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified.  532  rooms  and  85  hospital  wards  were  disin- 
fected and  3835  articles  were  treated  at  the  Steam  Disinfector. 

Ambulances  were  fumigated  60  times  after  cases  had  been 
removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.
